> THE GREAT DIVINE POINTS OUT A LESSON IN THE SOLACE | 


THE HEART FINDS IN THE POOLS. 


Washington, Oct. 19.—The gospel 


M a great refreshment is here set 
forth by Dr. Talmage, under a figure 
which will ,be found particularly 
graphic by those who have gone out 
as hunters to find game in the moun- 
tains. Tsxt: 
Psalm Ixii, 1: "As 


the hart panteth after the water 
brooks." 


David, who must some time have 


Seen a deer hunt, points us here to a 
hunted stag making for, the water. 
The fascinating animal, called in my 
text the hart, is the same animal that 
in sacred and profane literature is 
called the stag, the roebuck, the bind, 
the gazelle, the reindeer. In Central 
Syria, in Bible times, there were 
whole pasture fields of them, as Solo- 
mon suggests when he says: 
"I 


charge you by the hinds of the field." 
Their antlers jutted from the long 
grass as they lay down. No hunter 
who has been long in "John Brown's 
track" will wonder that in the Bible 
they were classed as among clean 
animals, for the dews, the showers, 
the lakes, washed them as clean as 
the sky. 


DAVID'S PURSUERS. 


When Isaac, the patriarch, longed 


for venison, Esau shot and biought 
home a roebuck. 
Isaiah compaies. 


the sprightliness of the restoted 
cripple of millennial times to the 
long and quick jump of the stag, say- 
ing: 
"The lame shall leap as the 


hart." 
Solomon expressed his dis- 


gust at a hunter, who, having shot a 
deer, is to lazy to cook it. saying; 
"The slothful man roasteth not that 
which he took in hunting." 


But one day David, while far from

driven, and sitting near the mouth 
of a lonely cave where he had lodged, 
and on the banks of a pond or nver, 
hears a pack of hounds in swift pur- 
suit. Because of the previous silence 
of the forest the clangor startles him.

lers of a deer rend the leaves of the 
thicket, and by an instinct which all 
hunters recognize, plunges into a 
pond or lake or river to cool its 
thurst, and at the same time by its 
capacity for swifter and longer swim- 
ming to get away from the foaming 
harriers. 


David said to himself: "Aha, that 


is myself! Saul after me, Absalom 
after me, enemies without number 
after me; I am chased, their bloody 
muzzles at my heels, barking at my 
good name, barking after my body, 
barking aftei my soul. 
Oh, the 


hounds! the hounds! But look there," 
says David, "that hunted deer has 
splashed into the water. It puts its 
hot lips and nostrils into the cool 
wave that washes the lathered flanks, 
and it swims away from the fiery ca- 
nines, and it is free at last. Oh, that 
I might find in the deep, wide lake 
of God's mercy and consolation escape 
from my pursuers! Oh, for the waters 
of life and lescue! 
As the hart 


panteth after the 
water brooks, so 


panteth my soul after Thee, 0 God." 


BIBLICAL ALLUSIONS. 


Some of you have just come from 


the Adirondacks, and the breath of 
the balsam and spruce and pine is 
still on you. 
The Adirondacks are 


now populous with hunters, and the 
deer are being slain by the score. 
Once while there talking with a hunt- 
er, I thought I would like to see 
whether my text was accuiate in its 
allusion, and as I heard the dogs bay- 
ing a little way off, and supposed 
they were on the track of a deer, I 
said to the hunter in the rough coi- 
duroy: "Do the deer always make 
for the water when they are pur- 
sued?" 
He said: "Oh, yes, mister; 


you see. they aie a hot and thirsty 
animal, and they know where the wa- 
ter is, and when they heai danger in 
the distance they lift their antlers 
and snuff the breeze and start for 
Racquet or Loon or Saranac. and wt 
get into our cedar-shell boat 01 stand 
by the 'runway' with rifle loaded 
ready to blaze away." 


BHYTHM OF SYMMETRY. 


What an eye, with a liquid bright- 


ness as if gathered up from a hun- 
dred lakes at sunset! The horns, a 
coronal branching into every possible 
curve, and after it seems done, as- 
cending into other projections of ex- 
quisiteness, a tree of polished bone, 
uplifted in pride, or swung down for 
awful combat. 
It is velocity em- 


bodied. Timidity impersonated. The 
enchantment of the woods. 
Eye 


lustrous in life and pathetic in death. 
The splendid animal a complete 
rhythm of music and bone and color 
and attitude and locomotion, wheth- 
er couched in the grass among the 
shadows, or a living bolt shot 
through the forest, or turning at bay 
to attack the hounds, or rearing for 
its last fall under the buskshot of the 
trapper. 


It is a splendid appearance, that 


the painter'* pencil fails to sketch, 
an4 oaly * hunter's dream on a pil- 
low •( htalttk at tht foot of St. Re- 


gis is able to picture. When, twenty 
miles from any settlement, it comes 
down at eventide to the lake's edge, 
to drink among the lily-pads, and, 
with its sharp-edged hoof, shatters 
the crystal of Long Lake, it is very 
picturesque. 
But only when, after 


miles of pursuit, with heaving sides 
and lolling tongue, and eyes swim- 
ming in death, the stag leaps from 
the cliff into Upper Saranac. can you 
realize how much David had suffered 
from his troubles, and how much he 
wanted Ood when he expressed him- 
self in the words: 
"As the hart 


panteth after the water brooks, so 
panteth my soul after Thee, O God." 


Well, now, let all those who have 


coming after them the lean hounds 
of poverty, or the black hounds of 
persecution, or the spotted hounds 
of vicissitude, or the pale hounds of 
death, or who aie in anywise pursued, 
run to the wide, deep, glorious lake 
of divine solace aud rescue. 


HAUNTED BY TROUBLES. 


The most of the men and women 


whom I happen to know, at different 
times, if not now, have had trouble 
after them, sharp-muzzled troubles, 
swift 
tioubles, 
all - devouring 


tioubles. 
Many of you have made 


the mistake of trying to fight them. 
Somebody meanly attacked you, and 
you attacked them; they depreciated 
you and you depreciated 
them; 01 


they oveiieached you in a bargain, 
and you tried, in Wall street par- 
lance, to get a corner on them; or you 
have had a breavement, and instead 
of being submissive, you are fighting 
that bereavement; you charge on the 
doctois who have failed to effect a 
cuie; 01 you chaige on the caieless- 
ness of the railroad company through 
which the accident occurred; or you 
are a chronic invalid, and you fret 
and worry and scold, and wonder why 
you cannot be well like other people, 
and you angrily charge on the neu- 
ralgia or the laryngitis or the ague 
or the sick headache. The fact is, 
you are a deer at bay. 
Instead of 


running to the waters of divine con- 
solation, and slacking your thirst, 
and cooling your body and soul in the 
good cheer of the gospel, and swim- 
ming away into the mighty deeps of 
God's love, you are fighting a whole 
kennel of harrieis. 


Some time ago I saw in the Adiron- 


dacks a dog lying across the road, 
and he seemed unable to get up, and 
I said to some hunters: 
"What is 


the matter with that dogP" 
They 


anaswered, "A deer hurt him," and 
I saw he had a great swollen paw and 
a battered head, showing where the 
antleis struck him. And the prob- 
ability is that some of you might give 
a mighty clip to your pursuers; you 
might damage their business; you 
might worry them into ill health; 
you might hurt them as much as they 
hurt you; but, after all, it is not 
worth while. You only have hurt a 
hound. Better be off for the Uppei 
Saranac, into which the mountains 
of God's eternal strength look down 
and moor their shadows. 


EVILS OF FRETFULNESS. 


As for your physical disorders, the 


worst strychnine you can take is 
fretfulness, and the best medicine is 
religion. 
I know people who were 


only a little disordered, yet have fret- 
ted themselves into complete vale- 
tudinarianism, while others put theii 
trust in God, and came up from the 
veiy shadow of death,and have lived 
comfortably twenty-five years with 
only one lung. A man with one lung, 
but God with him, is better off than a 
godless man with two lungs. Some 
of you have been for a long time sail- 
ing around Cape Fear, when you 
ought to have been sailing around 
Cape Good Hope. Do not turn back, 
but go ahead. The deer will accomp- 
lish more with its swift feet than 
with its hoi us. 


There are whole chains of lakes in 


the Adhondacks and from one height 
you can see thiity lakes, and there 
are said to be over 800 in the great 
wildeiness. So near aie they to each 
other that your mountain guide picks 
up and canies the boat from lake to 
lake, the small 
distance between 


them for that reason being called a 
"cairy." 
And the lealm of God's 


word is one long chain of bright, re- 
freshing lakes; each promise a lake, 
a veiy shoit cany between them, 
and though for ages the 
pursued 


have been drinking out of them they 
are full up to tbc top of the green 
banks, and the same David describes 
them, and they seem so near 
to- 


gether that in three diflerent places 
he speaks of them as a continuous 
river, saying- "There is a river the 
streams wheieof shall make glad the 
cily of God;" "Thou shalt make them 
drink of the rivers of Thy pleasures;" 
"Thou greatly enriches it with the 
river of God. which is full of water." 


FIGHTING SOCIETY. 


But many of you have turned your 


back on that supply and confront 
your trouble, and you are soured with 
your circumstances, and 
you 
are 


fighting society, and you are fight- 
ing a pursuing world; and troubles, 
instead of driving you into tht cool 


lake of heavenly comfort, have made 
you stop and turn around and lower 
your head, and it is simply antler 
against tooth. I do not blame you. 
Probably under the same 
circum- 


stances I would have done worse. 
But you are are wrong. You need 
to do as the reindeer does in February 
and March—it sheds its horns. The 
rabbinical writers allude to this res- 
ignation of antlers by the stag when 
they say of a man who ventures his 
money in risky enterprises, he hai 
hung it on the stag's horns; and a 
proverb in the far east tells a man 
who has foolishly lost his fortune to 
go and find where the deer shed his 
horns. My brother, quit the antag- 
onism of your circumstances, 
quit 


misanthropy, quit complaint, quit 
pitching into your pursuers; be as 
wise as next spring will be the deer 
of 
the 
Adirondacks. Shed your 


horns. 


But very many of you who 
are 


wronged of the world—and if in any 
assembly between the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans it were asked that all 
who had been badly treated should 
raise both their hands, and full re- 
sponse should be made, there would 
be twice as many hands lifted as per- 
sons present—I say many of 
you 


would declare, "We have always done 
the best we could, and tried to be 
useful, and why we become the vic- 
tims of malignment, or invalidism, 
01 mishap is 'inscrutable.' " 


EMBOSOMS ALL DISTRESS. 


You might as well meet a stag which 


.'itor its sixth mile of running at the 
topmost speed through thicket and 
gorge, and with the breath of tht 
dogs on its heels, has come in full 
sight of Schroon lake, and try to cool 
its projecting and blistered tongue 
with a diop of dew from a blade oi 
grass as to attempt to satisfy an im- 
mortal soul when flying from trouble 
r.nd sin with anything less deep and 
high and broad and immense and in- 
finite and eternal than God.

cumfoit, why, it embosoms all dis- 
tiessffl His arm, it wrenches off all 
bondage; His hand, it wipes away 
all tears; His Christly ateonment, it 
makes us all right with the past and 
all right with the future and alj 
right with God and all right with 
man and all right forever.

London, Oct. 21.—War talk reigns 


supreme everywhere in England. 
London is teeming with people nota- 
ble socially, but what cares London 
for society when troops are piling 
into transports and when everybody 
from her majesty down, is saying 
"Good bye," "God bless you" and 
"Good luck to you." 


The newsboys are fairly reveling 


in their " 'Orrible slaughters" and 
the 
ordinarily pacific stockbrokers 


talk 
incessantly of strategic and 


military tactics. 


There is nothing of the traditional 


shopkeepers element visible in Brit- 
ish character since the first shot was 
fired. 
A multitude of military de- 


tails flood all classes of publications, 
and almost everybody who has ever 
been in South Africa takes the first 
opportunity to air his views as to 
the fighting capacity of the Boers, 
the result being a marvelous mass 
of conflicting theories. 


TREMENDOUS SENSATION. 


The news of yesterday's fighting 


in Natal made a tremendous sensa- 
tion, and the pluck and dash of the 
King's Royal Rifles and the Dub- 
lin Fusiliers greatly stimulated the 
universal enthusiasm. 
The total 


British force at Camp Glencoe, ac- 
cording to reports immediately pre- 
ceding the announcement of the en- 
gagement, include the Eighteenth 
Hussars, the Natal mounted volun- 
teers, the First battalion of Leices- 
tershhe regiment, the First King's 
Koyal Rifles, the Second Dublin 
Fusiliers, 
the 
Denvonshire 
regi- 


ment, the Dorsetshire regiment, sev- 
eral companies of mounted infantry 
and three field batteries, a total of 
about 4,000 men, opposed to a Boer 
force estimated .at tWtee that num- 
ber and possibly reaching a higher 
figure. 
This very great disparity 


between the combatants gives an ad- 
ditional clement of fascination to 
the history of the clay. 


GENERAL SYMONS. 


Probably no other officer in the 


British army has seen more fighting 
than General Sir William 
Penn 


Symons, 
the 
commander of 
the 


Fourth division under General Sir 
George Stewart White. 
Certainly 


none has seen more in India, and 
the campaigns in Burmah and Zulu- 
land revealed his splendid qualities 
in the most brilliant fashion. 


General Symons was one of the 


few who escaped on that memorable 
January morning at Isandula, when 
nearly the whole of his regiment, 
the gallant Twenty-fourth, perish- 
ed. Thus there is a tragic complete- 
ness in his victory near the scene of 
that massacre. 


The operations thus far seem to 


show that the Orange Free State 
Boers have a strong disinclination 
to fight at close quarters. 
This was 


rather anticipated. The Trajisvaal 
Boer is a tough farmer, accustomed 
to live in the open air and bivouac. 
The Fiee State burghers live in r. 
comfortable brick house and is much 
more civilized. 


ONLY YOUNG BURGHERS. 


It would also appear, as. was pre- 


dicted, 
that 
only 
the younger 


burghers of the Free State have re- 
sponded to the call to arms. 


There is considerable speculation 


regarding 
the 
numerous 
naval 


movements. 
The admiralty has or- 


dered the paying off of the crews of 
four ships of the training squadron, 
the Raleigh, Volage, Champion and 
Cleopatra. 


This is supposed to be because the 


crews will be required for the spec- 
ial service which, it is assumed, will 
be utilized for the defense of home 
waters. 


The officers of the channel squad- 


ron, 
which is under orders to pro- 


ceed to Gibraltar next Tuesday, be- 
lieve it is going for guard duty, as 
the garrison at the Rock is very 
weak at present. 


FRENCH PRIVATEERS. 


According to the Outlook it is re- 


ported that President Krwger has 1s- 
| sued letters of marque to French 
privateers to prey upon British 
transports on the way to the Cape. 
Although France is officially friend- 
ly, there is no guarantee that cupid- 
ity will not tempt private owners to 
fit out ships. 


This is said to explain the dis- 


patch of the British first class pro- 
tected cruisers Diadem and Niobe, 
very fast vessels, to Las Falmas, 
which is an admirable place of Ob- 
servation. 


BOER VS. ANTI-BOER ISSUE. 
The forthcoming parliamentary bi- 


elevtion in Tower hamlets, London, | 
is being fought strictly on Boer and i 
anti-Boer lines. 
The liberal candi- 


date, Harold Shendcr, declares that 
the war was brought about as much j 
by the blundering of the secretary of ' 
state for the colonies. Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain, as by the obstinacy of 
the Transvaal government. On the 
other hand, the conservative candi- 
date, William Gulthrie, asserts that 
the scandalous arrogance of the Boers 
was alone responsible for the hos- 
tilities. 


Both join in a wish that victory 


may attend the British arms, but this 
does not deter the electors from creat- 
ing a little war of their own. 


One of the most curious features of 


the mobilization has been the inoc- 
culating of the troops against enteric 
fever. 
This was not made compul- 


sory, but the company commanders 
were instructed to urge the men to 
allow themselves to be inocculated, 
and most of them have undergone the 
ordeal. 


Although medical men differ great- 


ly as to the utility of the virus, the 
percentage of enteric fever in the 
British ranks will be eagerly watch- 
ed by 
foreign 
military experts. 


Should it turn out to be remarkably 
small, it is more than likely that all 
the European troops will 
ba inoc- 


culated before going to countries in- 
fested by the enteric germs. 


VOUNTEERS OFFER. 


The war office continues to receive 


offers for volunteer service from all 
parts of the country. Col. Sir Charles 
Edward Howard Vincent has official- 
ly repeated his proposal to raise a 
thousand marksmen for service in 
South Africa at his own expense. 
Colonel Vincent is the commandant 
of the queen's Westminster volun- 
teers, one of the crack regiments, 
and ever since his offer was first pub- 
lished he has been inundated with 
requests from those anxious to serve. 


One of the problems left entirely to 


General Sir Kedvers Buller, in su- 
preme command, is the punishment 
of non-combatants who take part in 
the 
hostilities. 
The tdsk of dis- 


tinguishing their status is very diffi- 
cult, as comparatively few Boers 
wear a uniform. 


It is said that the treatment 
he 


will administer to the German and 
Irish volunteers under the Transvaal 
flag will not be more merciful than 
were Von Moltke's dealing with the 
Franco-Tireurs. 


ANTI-BRITISH FEELING. 


The bitter anti-British feeling that 


exists in France is voiced in its ex- 
treme manifestation by the Echo de 
Paris, which says: 


"We shall join in the whispered 


prayer that, out there beyond the 
seas and beyond immense 
Africa, 


General Joubert, a good old round- 
shouldered general, whose ancestors 
were Frenchmen, will give us our 
revenge, our heroic 
revenge, 
for 


Fashoda." 


Rumors of royal engagements and 


marriages multiply. It is now said 
that the. czarewitch has fallen 
in 


love with Princess Margaret of Con- 
naught, with whom he has been as- 
sociated a great deal in 
Scotland. 


The announcement of the betrothal 
of the Austrian Archduchess Ste- 
phanie to Count Einior Leonia, for- 
mer secretary of the Austrian em- 
bassy in Rome, seems to be correct.

CARNEGIE 


THE RETIRED STEEL KINO FURNISHES SOME 


VICE TO YOUNG MEN. 


[Special Correspondence.) 


London, Oct. 10.—Fifty years ago 


a young Scotch lad was working as 
a "bobbin boy" in a cotton factory 
in this country. 
He was earning 


somewhat less-than $1.25 a week. 
That boy was Andrew Carnegie, who 
la now one of the richest men in the 
world. At the age of 68 he has re- 
tired from business with a fortune 
that la estimated at $100,000,000, or 
an annual income of $5,000,000. Mr. 
Caruegie pondered over the problem 
how best to distribute this huge sum 
during his lifetime so as to produce 
the maximum amount of good and 
the minimum of evil. Mr. Carnegie 
finds that a man who attends to the 
distribution of his own fortune is 
not to be rated an idler. This, how- 
ever, is a difficulty few men are 
called upon to face. Most of us are 
concerned in. laboriously accumulat- 
ing an infinitesimal fraction of the 
millions which Mr. Carnegie hsa won 
in his prosperous career. How to 
make millions, not how to spend 
them, is the pressing problem with 
the majority of men. The man who 
has made millions can best explain 
how millions are made, and Mr. Car- 
negie has kindly consented to give 
his practical advice, the outcome of 
his own personal experience, on how 
to succed in business. 


"If a man has an ambition to make 


millions, Mr. Carnegie, what are the 
gifts with which a fairy godmother 
should endow him at his birth P" 


"The greatest of all dvantages with 


which he can begin life is that of 
being poor. The man who wishes to 
mak« millions must not be born with 
a silver spoota in his mouth. He must 
feel that it is sink or swim with him. 
He must start his life career with no 
bladders, no life-preservers, no sup- 
port. If, in addition to being poor 
himself, he has witnessed his parents' 
struggle with adversity and resolves 
to drive the wolf from the door of 
the family, he has the strongest of 
all incentives which lead to success. 
No ambitions of a merely personal 
nature can be Compared with this. 
Jtesponsibility thrown upon a young, 
poor man, that is the thing to bring 
out What in in him. Such is the raw 
material out of which great captains 
of' industry are made." 


"He has placed his foot on the first 


rung of the ladder to success P" 


"Yes, and he goes ahead, for h* 


knows no such word as fail." 


"What about his personal charac- 


ter P" 


"I think if a young man has ambi- 


tion he has the necessary qualities 
behind it. The desire to succeed de- 
velops them. 
The secret of success 


chiefly lies in the determination to 
succeed and the resolve that every 
impulse, every knock-down he re- 
ceives in toe battle will only nerve 
him the more." 


"Are there any other essentials to 


successP" 


"Yes, he should make his employ- 


er's interest his own. He should 
take personal pride in the. concern 
with which he is connected. He 
should consider the property as his 
own already, and expend all his ef- 
forts and energy upon it. This at- 
trccts the attention of his employers 
and the rest Is easy." 


'•If he follows this advice, will he 


'eventually come to the top?" 


•'Well, you can find 100 men whc 


will make good brigadier generals, 
ten, perhaps, who can command a 
corps, and only one who can combine 
all the forces and wield them as one 
solid mass. The same analogy holds 
good in business. The phrenologists 
have discovered no bump of human 
nature, though they should have 
done so. The most delicate and the 
most essential piece of mechanism 
that a man has to deal with is the 
human machine. Unless a man knows 
how to manage those above him as 
well as those below him he will never 
achieve supreme success. Knowledge 
of human nature is the chief element 
in the composition of the successful 
business man. The test of any man's 
ability is not what he does himself, 
but what he can get others to do in 
co-operation with him." 


"Then you believe in a close con- 


nection between employer and em- 
ployedP" 


"No matter how close it is," said 


Mr. Carnegie, emphatically, "it can 
not be close enough. A successful 
firm should be like a band of broth- 
ers. Of course they can not be this 
unless real co-operation exists. The 
head must share with the others and 
the others with him, so that all are 
working for the common interest." 


"That is why you gave your em- 


ployes a practical interest in your 


uable man is he who has proper spirit 
and determines to be master himself, 
equal in rank to any one." 


"Do you think, Mr. Carnegie, that 


the manager of a great business con- 
cern should have a practical ac- 
quaintance with all the details of the 
business?" 


"Well, I am not one who could say 


that, because I am nothing of a sci- 
entific or a mechanical mn. What it 
important is that the manager should 
know the clever men who are scien- 
tists and mechanicians. 
He should 


always keep his eyes open for a gen- 
ius in any branch of the business, 
and when he finds him take him into 
the concern as a partner. The great 
manager is the man who knows how 
to surround himself with men much 
abler than himself. 
He must love 


his work, and this will make his as- 
sociates love it. He must trust and 
respect his associates, too, and that 
will make them trust and respect 
him. 
The latent reserve power ir,' 


men waiting to be called into action 
has never been accurately estimated. 
I have always found that a man- 
ager of one of our great works has 
been able to make excellent mana- 
gers out of material which before his 
magic touch was quite mediocre. He 
inspires his subordinates to almost 
superhuman effort." 


"To summarize, I take it that the 


qualities which should 
distinguish 


the ideal captain of industry are: 
nature; 2. A genius for organization, 
nature; 2. Agenius for organization, 
and 3. The capacity of inspiring his 
subordinates." 


"Yes; when wou have all these 


combined you have an extraordinary 
character. Such a man can work 
miracles even if the material at his 
command is not much above the aver- 
age. 
The great manager who will 


succeed in making millions is not a 
specialist excepting so far as it is his 
special function to understand the 
human machine. You may find men 
who will become famous as special- 
ists in many branches of life, espe- 
cially in professions. 
Great talents 


in one line will atone for the lack of 
many other qualities. 
But in the 


business career there must, I think, 
be an all-roundness to secure suc- 
cess. The decisions a business man 
is called upon to make every day, 
sometimes e^ry hour, are momen- 
tous, and involve many interests. 
His judgment needs to be sure upon a 
wide range of subjects." 


"You do not share the belief that 


society is about to be delivered over 
to the tender mercies of the man who 
has made a special study of one sub- 
ject, and is ignorant of all others?" 


"No; I do not. There must be a 


division of labor, of course. 
It is 


said it take's nineteen men to make 
a pin. It is quite true that the me- 
chanic and workingman may only 
have one thing to do, but when it 
comes to directing the operations of 
30,000 or 40,000 people, providing 
them with work, deciding all ques- 
tions as to markets, inventions, sup- 
ply and demand, I think that it is 
too wide a field to be controlled by 
the specialist. As I said before, the 
great manager needs an 
all-round 


knowledge of affairs, and especially 
of men." 


"Is the most successful business 


one in which one directs and may 
serve?" 


"No, I should not put it that way. 


I think the successful concerns are 
those which interest the largest 
number, making them all of one 
rank, partners. No one really serves; 
that is not the right way of looking 
at it. 
Every one contributes some 


special quality to the general whole. 
They naturally serve each other. 
I 


do not believe any one man 
can 


make a great success of a business 
nowadays. I am sure I never could 
have done so without my partners, 


of industry, with millions at 
his 


command, what are his duties to the 
community at large?" 


"As long as he remains captain of 


industry his business must be con- 
ducted on business lines. 
But the 


wisest policy that an employer can 
pursue towards his men is to show 
by his actions that he has a heart. 
In cases of accident, 
distress 
or 


any trouble, the firm should show 
that its heart has been touched and 
that it can be generous and benevo- 
lent. The firm that has a reputation 
for taking the best care of its men 
has the best chance of success, be- 
cause the best men, which is 
the 


same thing as the wisest men, who 
again are the ablest, will gravitate 
to that firm and stay with it. Noth- 
ing pays so well in business as gen- 
erous treatment. Indeed, the firm 
which sees that its men make the 
highest earnings is certain to be the 
most successful." 


"What education would you 
ad- 


vise a boy to have who wished to go 
into business?" 


"It depends wholly upon his bent. 


Had I been able to have chosen my 
own education I should have pre- 
ferred a classical, for I have no great 
taste for scientific subjects. 
Busi- 


ness is neither classics nor science. 
The study of human nature, I think, 
is the best education for any busi- 
ness man. But whether 
a young 


man chooses a scientific or p. classical 
education, if he wishes to pursue a 
business career ho should not remain 
long at college and univeisity." 


"At what age should he go into 


business?" 


"Well, all my brilliant 
partners 


have begun hard practical work in 
their teens. I think a course at a 
modern university from nineteen to 
twenty-four will not teach a young 
fellow to be as successful a business 
man as if he had been sent into busi- 
ness in a subordinate capacity. This 
is not disparaging university educa- 
tion, for I limit the observation to 
the business career." 


"You would place men in respons- 


ible positions in early life?" 


"Yes, earlier than is customary in 


any part of the world. I believe firm- 
ly in youth as executive 
agents. 


Older heads should be reserved for 
counsel. 
It is astonishing what a 


young man can do if he 
is only 


trusted." 


"But does not this encouragement 


of the young cut the ground from 
under the feet of the middle-aged? 
What about the men who are 'too old 
at forty?'" 


"A man at forty who is in search 


of something to do has a prima facie 
case against him. Long before he is 
forty he should be indispensable and 
receiving either a very high salary 
or an interest in the business. Of 
course, there are exceptional 
cases 


where a worthy man is suddenly de- 
prived of work at forty. 
His is a 


sad case, indeed. I am satisfied that 
success in business is to be achieved 
by adhering to a strict civil service 
system. 
There should be no promo- 


tion of outsiders over the beads of 
aspiring young men. The employer 
who has not made 
the 
material 


around him fit for promotion will not 
be found to be much of a captain of 
industry. Is the employer is indis- 
pensable to the young man, the 
young man can soon make himself 
indispensable to his employer." 


"How long, Mr. Carnegie, do you 


think a man should remain in busi- 
ness? At what age should he cease 
to accumulate millions?" 


"Very naturally, I think I retired 


just at the right age. At or about 
sixty. In professions, perhaps, they 
can remain longer, but business re- 
quires all the faculties to be alert 
and at their highest development. 
Besides, as a rule, business is so ex- 
acting an occupation that a business 
man at sixty is probably as old as 
a man who has followed a profession 
is at sixty-five." 


"And when your man of millions 


has retired from active business, in 
what way do you think he can best 
spend his time and his energy?" 


"If he is a wise man, he will im- 


FOR 31 CENTURIES 


Corn Grown Fioni Seed 


3,000 Years Old. 


Over 


*•*««.•••»»»«»*«-» 
Anderson,Intl., Oct. 21.—"Wrapped 
up in a little grain of corn is a. germ 
ot life that has retained its vitality 
over 3,000 years, though the life of 
a corn gorm is but from five to seven 
years, ordinarily. 
This kernel con- 


nects us with that unknown past of 
the Missisippi valley, and inclosed 
within its husk is convincing proof 
that king corn has degenerated." 


Dr. Cullen, a scientist and a prom- 


inent medical man of this city, made 
this statement as he picked up an 
ordinary looking grain of yellow corn 
from his table. Continuing his story, 
which is fully authenticated, he said: 


'Just south of this city, on the 


Dempsy Waggy farm, is being grown 
the most wonderful corn crop in the 
country. A few of these grains have 
been put in touch with nature, after 
lying 3.000 years, and the result, I 
believe, is the most remarkable dem- 
onstration of vitality in the history 
of the world. The growing corn it- 
self is a marvel. The field looks like 
a forest, and it will run from 150 to 
200 bushels an acre. 
WHEAT FROM POMPEII OEOWS. 


"It will be remembered that when 


the excavations at Pompeii were be- 
gun some years ago a bakei's shop 
was unearthed and loaves were found 
in the oven that were still intact, and 
that a few weeks later wheat was 
found in some old jars that had been 
hermetically sealed by the lava cov- 
ering them. 
Thus buried undei 


strata impervious to the elements and 
kept perfectly dry, the giain had lain 
since the lava from Vesuvius poured 
down and blotted out Pompeii and 
Rerculaneum. Experments made by 
the Royal Museum of England dem- 
onstrated the fact that these grains 
had retained the germ of life, and 
when planted they sprouted and grew 
as if they had been the grain of the 
previous harvest. 


"In opening the earth and stone 


works of the prehistoric people of 
this continent a great many pots of 
corn have been found. The recepta- 
cles in many cases have been her- 
metically sealed, and when opened 
the grain looked as bright and 'live- 
ly' as if it had been put away but a 
few weeks instead of for ages. But 
when experiments were made it was 
found the germ of life had departed 
from the grain. 


"On the Waggy farm,' however, 


corn is growing that is the descend- 
ant of a crop grown in Arkansas not 
less than 1,500 and possibly as much

bury themselves deep in the ground. 
While other corn suffers on account 
of the drought the prehistoric corn 
has been green and healthy. View- 
ing the crop, one cannot but be con- 
vinced that corn is degenerating, if 
this was the beginning of what we 
have today." 
IMPROVE BY CROSS BREEDING. 


Indiana fanners are breeding their 


corn just the came as they breed then- 
stock for cross-breed effects, and the 
experiments are uot only interesting 
but are proving most remunerative. 
No wise farmer fails to cross the 
breed of his live stock at times to in- 
fuse new and better life. 
Still the 


majority of them have gone on, year 
after year, without thinking that the 
same thing applies to beans, peas, 
co.n and other vegetable crops. 


Eat now Darwinism and Huxley- 


ism r.re being put to work in the 
vegetable world, and of all the ex- 
periments none is more interesting 
than the mairiage of two kinds of 
corn. As a basis, it must be remem- 
bered that it has been found that sex 
rules in the vegetable as well as in 
the animal kingdom. 


For experimenting with corn it is 


customary to take two varieties that 
are as near alike as possible in their 
life and in maturing. Then plant in 
alternate rows, red and yellow or yel- 
low and white or red and white, 
whatever the two kinds are. When 
the tassel appears ride between the 
rows on horseback and pull the tas- 
sels from one row only. This will 
lestioy the pollen from one and leave 
the silks to be feitilizecl fiom the pol- 
len of the other variety. 
The row 


witli the tassel urtoxiohed will self- 
fertihiie, ns is usual in coiiifiekls, and 
will feitllize also the low from which 
the t.isbels, have been pulled 
The 


corn grown upon tho low v.'ith no tas- 
sels thus will be crosblned. Remov- 
ing the tassel will not check the 
growth. 


The pollen grains are secreted in 


the little anthers, vhieh, a short 
time after the appearance of the tas- 
sel, 
hang like so many diminutive 


Chinese lantern from its flowers. 
They aie divided into two apartmants 
and shed the golden dust thiough the 
round holes in the bottom. The silks 
are coveied with a mucilaginous sub- 
stance and shows a natural affinity 
for the pollen. Botanists call pollen 
the male generation and the pistils, 
with their ovaries, or in other words 
the silks, the female generation of 
the corn plant. 


Science maintains and experience 


in this vicinity has proved that cross 
breeding of plants addsvigor,growth 
and fertility. It revitalizes and in- 
creases largely the yield of seed. 
Great care should be exercised in the 
selection of seed, ground and the pre- 
paration of the soil.

When the bids of the con- 
tiactors were opened, after the usual 
advertising, it was found that only 
two tenders had been sent in and 
that these were exactly $100 apart, 
one beiv>£ for $57,940 and the other 
for $58,040. Apparently there was 
a combination s gainst the city. The 
council again decided to do its own 
work. The actual cost was $35,555, 
a saving of $22,385, or nearly 40 
per cent. 


The contractors had overreached 


themselves, and the outcome was the 
creation in 1893 of a works depart- 
ment. This depaitmeut takes almost 
he samp position as a private con- 
ractor, except, of course, when final

"The archaeologists estimated that

but the next year the corn was turned 
over to Waggy and planted in one 
corner of his field. It was a surprise 
when the tiny blades shot through 
the ground. The corn grew marvcl- 
ously fast, and as it developed it 
showed new marvels every day. 
When matured the stalks reached 
twelve feet in heighth in some cases, 
and they are as thick at the ground 
as a man's wrist.

ontractor would have. In fact, the 
vorks department is equal to any 
ontracting firm in London as regards 
plant and business done. 


The elimination of the private con- 


tractor to such an extent has 
not 


gone on unopposed. The moderate 
jarty has strenuously objected 
to 


such an extension of municipal ac- 
tivity, attempting first to crush and 
then to starve it. 
The contractors 


lave sought to freeze it out by great- 
y lowering their offers. 
And some 


iraitors have been found even in the 
department itself. But it has escaped 
foes within and foes without and to- 
day the principle of direct employ- 
ment is more firmly intrenched than 


ver. 
The results of the policy are to be 


seen in four directions, viz., upon 
the cost of work, upon the contractor, 
upon character of work and upon the 
laborer. 


To say exactly how much has been 


saved to the taxpayers by direct labor 
is very difficult. Its opponents point 
to the last half-yearly report, which 
shows that the final estimates of the 
work executed from September 
to 


March, 1890, amounted to $308,355, 
the actual cost to $330,665—an ex- 
cess of $22,310, or 7.8 per cent. But 
every builder knows that the final 
cost, even under contract, is much 
more than the contract price. Alter- 
ations are made and new things add- 
ed, for which the contractors charge 
dearly. Ask any man for whom con- 
siderable building has been done and 
he will tell you that an 8 per cent 


Another effect of the system has 


been a decrease in contract prices 
where tenders have been asked for. 
When it was seen that the council 
meant business, the contractors tried 
to underbid the department. When 
"freezing out" would not work, lower 
prices had to be given in order to get 
public work. Thus, if the work ac- 
tually done by the department had 
been more expensive there would still 
be a saving to the public through the 
reduced prices which competition lias 
brought about. 


The laborer has benefited through 


a slight rise in wages and much bet- 
ter treatment. The department pays 
the maiket rate without any hag- 
gling, whereas the private contractor 
is apt to shave wages wherever pos- 
sible, and in times of surplus labor 
to cause the men to underbid each 
other 
But the benefits which the 


workingman values more are along 
other lines. The department is not 
so Imsh in its dealings; does not 


a man for every little of- 


fpns"; takes ample precautions 
to 


pioi^'t 
life 
on dr'itoious work; 


makes more liberal allowance in case 
of injury or sickness, etc. During 
the six years it has existed there has 
not been a single Strike of any size, 
and the men seem to be well sat- 
isfied.

All iii all, working for the London 
county council is considered more de- 
sirable than for a private contracor,

know that positions are not handed 
out for party service, and that public 
opinion would not tolerate such a 
method. 
Thus both politician and 


employe respect public opinion and 
keep their hands off. Direct employ- 
ment produces satisfactory results in 
London and Great Britain generally.

PROTECTIVE "MIMICRY." 


(From Nature.) 


In the July and August numbers 


of The Zoologist the editor, W. L. 
Distant, gives the first two install- 
ments of what promises to be a very 
interesting discussion on "mimicry." 
'Till the communication has reached 
a more advanced stage it will ob- 
viously be impossible to learn the 
author's general views on the sub- 
ject, but it may be noted that he in- 
tends to divide the alleged cases of 
mimicry into those considered as "de- 
monstrated" and those 
classed 
as 


"suggested or probable," after which 
we may expect a fuller discussion on 
the whole subject. 


In the first section of Ms communi- 


cation Mr. Distant takes up the case 
of the stick insects (Phasmidae) and 
discusses their bearing on the mim- 
icry theory. These Insects, he states, 
are usually considered as undoubted 
examples of protective resemblance 
due to natural selection. If. as has 
been asserted, they are represented in 
the carboniferous, they must be the 
result of an antecedent evolutionary 
process. Turther, the presence of im- 
itative Phasraidrfe in the carbonifer- 
ous implies the existence of enemies,

At this rate the yield 
would run 250 bushels. 


"Above the ears the stalkcontinues 
three or four feet and is capped by an 
elaborate tassel.

the corn matures they break and curl 
back, 
revealing 
a firm, yellow- 


grained ear.

and exceptionally good for feeding.

THE BOERS ARE DEMORALIZED 


BATTLE : STUBBORNLY FOUGHT 


FOR EIGHT HOURS. 


London, Oct. 21.—The war office has 


issued a list of tbe casualties in the 
battle' between Glencbe and Dundee 
yesterday, received in a dispatch 
from tile general commanding- 
in 


Natal, Sir George Stewart ' White, 
dated Ladysmith, Oct. 21, 4:30 a. m. 
Among them are the following: 


Divisional Staff—General Symons, 


mortally wounded in the stomach; 
Col; C. E. Beckett, assistant adjutant 
general, severely wounded in right 
shoulder; 
Maj. Frederick Hammer- 


ley, deputy assistant adjutant gen- 
eral^ seriously wounded in the leg. 


Brigade Staff—Col. John Scherston, 


deputy staff officer and brigade ma- 
jor, killed; Cnpt. F. L. Adams, A. D. 
C., seriously wounded in the right 
shoulder. 


The list of 
officers kilted and 


wounded strongly shows that, 
al- 


though the British victory was com- 
plete, it was bought at a heavy price. 
In addition to Sir William Fenn Sy- 
raonit, who is mortally wounded, two 
colonels, three captains and five lieu- 
tenants'were killed, and a colonel, 
three majors, six captains and ten 
lieutenants were wounded.

The war office also announces that 


thirty-one non-commissioned officers 
and 
men were killed 
and 
151 


wounded.

NEWS FROM RHODESIA.

this morning, shouting they would 
make the British sit up. Another 
body of Boera'hns crossed the river at 
Bains Drift and is marching on Mac- 
Lout si e, where the postmaster 
de- 


clares that he thinks he can hold the 
Boers at b'ay. The garrison is throw- 
ing up intrenchmeiits." 


Tills shows that the Boers have 


thus fnv achieved nothing- in the di- 
rection of Rhodesia.

at any moment the Basutos, despite 
imperial instructions to the contrary, 
will take the field and invade the 
Free State. 


FAREWELL TO THE GUARDS.

London, Oct. SI.—The earliest dis- 


patches regarding yesterday's battle 
conveyed the impression that 
the 


whole affair was over in a couple of 
hours, the British artillery silencing 
the Boer guns and infantry and then 
simply charging right over the hill. 
According to the latest advices, how- 
ever, the battle lasted eight hours, 
and nearly seven hours elapsed be- 
fore the last Boer gun was out of 
action. 


The Irish fusileers and the King's 


rifles meanwhile had advanced to the 
assault and were shooting their way 
up the hill, driving the Boers back 
from shelter to shelter, until the final 
rush of the British carried them to 
the summit. It was a bright, clear 
morning;, which enabled the opera- 
tions to be followed by the staff of 
officers without difficulty. 
A curious 


fact was that several times a lull oc- 
curred in the firing on both sides, the 
British infantry apparently taking 
breathing space in the stiff climb, 
and the Boers also holding back their 
fire. 


The magnificent practice of 
the 


British guns was an. immense help 
and the success of assault was great- 
ly due thereto. An enormous quan- 
tity of ammunition was expended. 


BECAME A ROUT. 


Once the British baycfnets showed 


on top of Kopje, the Boers retreated 
and when on descending the other 
side found a British battery and Brit- 
ish cavalry outflanking them, the re- 
treat became a rout. 


The British guns followed and un- 


limberiiig from time to time, threw 
shells among the flying foe. 


The latter did not wait to try con- 


clusions with the hussars and mount- 
ed infnntry, who apparently seldom 
got near enough to deliver effective 
volleys. ^The pursuit was continued 
until dusk, when the Boers were com- 
pletely demoralized. 


A heavy rain began to fall late in 


the afternoon, which naturally 
im- 


peded artillery work. 


It is a striking coincidence that 


yesterday was^ the second anniversary 
of a similar feat of British 
arms 


in India, when the Gordon 
High- 


landers stormed. Dargai heights.

NO MORE TRUSTIES. 


Kokomo, Ind., Oct. 21.—The em- 


ployment of prisoners as turnkeys, 
trusties and servants about the coun- 
ty jail will cease, by order of the cir- 
cuit court. This order, carrying with 
it a reprimand for the sheriff and a 
threat to imprison a leading attor- 
ney for contempt, has been issued. 
It grew out of n petition from a firm 
of attorneys praying the court to 
mandate the sheriff "to confine one 
Fred Applegate, held for contempt, 
in the body of the jail." The peti- 
tion recited that Applegate had been 
but nominally a prisoner since his 
commitment for failure to satisfy a 
judgment of S3OO against Mm in a 
paternity suit; that he was permitted 
to go into the city unattended on af- 
fairs of business and pleasure, and 
was simply required to report at the 
jail at night. 
Judge Mount took 


the sheriff severely to task and or- 
dered Applegate to be confined in the 
usual way.

SOME CHURCH DECISIONS.

London is teeming with people nota- 
ble socially, but what cares London 
for society when troops are piling 
nto transports and when everybody 
from her majesty down, is saying 
'Good bye," "God bless you" and 
'Good luck to you." 


The newsboys are fairly reveling 


in their " 'Orrible slaughters" and 
the 
ordinarily pacific stockbrokers 


talk 
incessantly of strategic and 


military tactics. 


There is nothing of the traditional 


shopkeepers element visible in Brit- 
sh character since the first shot was 
ired. 
A multitude of military de- 


tails flood all classes of publications, 
and almost everybody who has ever 
been in South Africa takes the first 
opportunity to air his views as to 
the fighting capacity of the Boers, 
:he result being a marvelous mass 
of conflicting theories. 


TREMENDOUS SENSATION. 


The news of yesterday's fighting 


in Natal made A tremendous sensa- 
:ion, and the pluck and dash of the 
King's Royal Rifles and the Dub- 
in Fusiliers greatly stimulated the 
universal enthusiasm. 
The total 


British force at Camp Glencoe, ac- 
cording to reports immediately pre- 
ceding the announcement of the en- 
gagement, include the Eighteenth 
Hussars, the Natal 'mounted volun- 
:eers, the First battalion of Leices- 
tershire regiment* \tlie First King's 
Royal Rifles, the* Second Dublin 
Fusiliers,

tent, the Dorsetshire regiment, sev-

GENERAL SYMONS. 


Probably no other officer in the 


British army has seen more fighting 
than 
General Sir William 
Fenn 


Symons, 
the 
commander of 
the 


Fourth division under General Sir 
George Stewart White. 
Certainly 


none has seen more in India, and 
the campaigns in Burmah and Zulu- 
land revealed his splendid qualities 
in the most brilliant fashion. 


General Symons was one of the 


few who escaped on that memorable 
January morning at Isandula, when 
nearly the whole of his regiment, 
the gallant Twenty-fourth, perish- 
ed. Thus there is a tragic complete- 
ness in his victory near the scene of 
that massacre. 


The operations thus far seem to 


show that the Orange Free State 
Boers have a strong 
disinclination 


to fight at close quarters. 
This was 


rather anticipated. 
The Transvaal 


Boer is a tough farmer, accustomed 
to live in the open air and bivounc. 
The Free State burghers live in p. 
comfortable brick house and is much 
nioVe civilized. 


ONLY YOUNG BURGHERS. 


It would also appear, as. was pre- 


dicted, 
that 
only 
the 
younger 


burghers of the Free State have re- 
sponded to the call to arms. 


There is considerable speculation 


regarding 
the 
numerous 
naval 


movements. 
The admiralty has or- 


dered the paying oiY of the ci^ews of 
four ships of the training- squadron, 
the Raleigh, Volage, Champion and 
Cleopatra. 


This is supposed to be because the 


crews will be required for the spec- 
ial service which, it is assumed, will 
be utilized for the defense of home 
waters. 


The officers of the channel squad- 


ron, which is under orders to pro- 
ceed to Gibraltar next Tuesday, be- 
lieve it is going for guard duty, as 
the garrison at the Rock is very 
weak at present.

FRENCH PRIVATEERS. 


According to the Outlook it is re- 


ported that President Kruger has is- 
sued letters of marque to French 
privateers 
to prey upon 
British 


transports on the way to the Cape. 
Although France is officially friend< 
ly, there is no guarantee that cupid- 
ity will not tempt private owners to 
fit out ships. 


This is said to explain the 


patch of the British first class pro- 
tected cruisers Diadem and Nlobe, 
very fast vessels, . to Las Palmas, 
which Is an admirable place of ob- 
servation. 


BOER VS. ANTI-BOER ISSUE. 
The forthcoming parliamentary bi- 


election in Tower hamlets, London, 
s being fought strictly on Boer and 
anti-Boer lines. 
The liberal candi- 


date, Harold Shender, declares that 
:he war was brought about as much 
ay the blundering of the secretary of 
sta te for the colonies, Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain, as by the obstinacy of 


Transvaal government. 
On the 


other hand, the conservative candi- 
date, William Gulthrie, asserts that 
the scandalous arrogance of the Boers 
was alone responsible for the hos- 
tilities. 


Both join in a wish that victory- 


nay attend the British arms, but this 
does not deter the electors from creat- 
ing a little war of their own. 


One of the most curious features of 


the mobilization has been the inoc- 
culating of the troops against enteric 
:ever. 
This was not made compul- 


sory, but the company commanders 
were instructed to urge the men to 
allow themselves to be inocculated, 
md most of them have undergone the 
ordeal. 


Although medical men differ great- 


ly as to the utility of the virus, the 
percentage of enteric fever in the 
British ranks will be eagerly watch- 
ed by 
foreign 
military 
experts. 


Should it turn out to be remarkably 
small, it is more than likely that all 
:he European troops will 
ba inoc- 


culated before going to countries in- 
fested by the enteric germs. 


VOUNTEERS OFFER. 


The war office continues to receive 


offers for volunteer service from all 
jarts of the country. Col. Sir Charles 
Edward Howard Vincent has omcial- 
y repeated his proposal to raise a 
:housand marksmen for service in 
South Africa at his own 
expense. 


Colonel Vincent is the commandant 
of the queen's Westminster volun- 
:eers, one of the crack regiments, 
and ever since his offer was first pufa- 
ished he has been inundated with 
•equests from those anxious to serve. 


One of the problems left entirely to 


General Sir Redvers Buller, in su- 
preme command, is the punishment 
of non-combatants who take part in 
the 
hostilities. 
The ta'sk of dis- 


tinguishing their status is very diffi- 
cult, as comparatively 
few Boers 


wear a uniform. 


It is stud that the treatment he 


will administer to the German and 
!rish volunteers under the Transvaal 
lag; will not be more merciful than 
were Von Moltke's dealing with the 
iTronco-Tireurs. 


ANTI-BRITISH FEELING. . 


The bitter anti-British feeling that 


exists in France is voiced in its ex- 
treme manifestation by the Echo de 
Paris, which says: 


We shall join in the whispered 


prayer that, out there beyond the 
setts and beyond immense 
Africa, 


Seneral Joubert, a good old round- 
shouldered general, whose ancestors 
were Frenchmen, will give us our 
revenge, our heroic 
revenge, 
for 


Fashotla."

AD-! 


VICE TO YOUNG KEN.

, \ [Special Correspondence.] 
London, Oct. 10.—Fifty years ago 


a young Scotch lad was working as 
a "bobbin boy" in n cotton factory 
In this country. He was earning 
somewhat less-than $1.25 a week. 
That boy was Andrew Carnegie, who 
is now one of the richest men in the 
world. At the age of 68 he has re- 
tired from business with a fortune 
that is estimated at ?100,000,OOO, or 
ah annual income of $5,000,OOO. Mr. 
Carnegie pondered over the problem 
how best to distribute this huge sum 
during his lifetime so as to produce 
the maximum amount of good and 
the minimum of evil. 
Mr. Carnegie 


finds that a man who attends to the 
distribution of his own fortune is 
not to be rated an idler. This, how- 
ever, is a difficulty few men are 
called upon to face. Most of us are 
concerned in. laboriously accumulat- 
ing an infinitesimal fraction of the 
millions which Mr. Carnegie hsa won 
in his prosperous career. 
How to 


make millions, not how to spend 
them, is the pressing problem with 
the majority of men. The man who 
hns made millions can best explain 
how millions are made, nnd Mr. Car- 
negie has kindly consented to give 
his practical advice, the outcome of 
his own personal experience, on how 
to succed in business. 


"If a man has an ambition to make 


millions, Mr. Carnegie, what are the 
gifta with which a fairy godmother 
should endow him at his birth?" 


"The greatest of all dvantages with 


which? he can begin life ia that of 
being poor. The man who wishes to 
make millions must not b« bom with 
a allver spoon in his mouth. He must 
fetl that it is sink or swim with him. 
He must start his life career with no 
bladders, no life-preservers, no sup- 
port. If, in addition to being poor 
himself, he has witnessed bis parents' 
straggle.with adversity and resolves 
to drive the wolf from the door of 
the family, he has the strongest of 
all inoentives" which lead to success.

Anderson.Ind., Oct. 21.—"Wrapped

ver 3,000 years, though the life of 
corn gorm is but from five to seven 
ears, ordinarily. 
This Itemel can- 


cels us with that unknown past of 


Missislppi valley, .and inclosed 


ithin Its husk is convincing proof 
at king corn has degenerated." 
Dr. Cullen, n scientist and a prom- 
ent medical innii of this city, made 
Is statement as he picked up nn 
dinary looking grain of yellow corn 
om his table. Continuing hie story, 
hich is fully authenticated, he said: 
"Just south of this city, on the 
empsy Waggy farm, is being grown 
e most wonderful corn crop in the 
untry. A few of these grains have 
en put in touch with nature, nfter 
ing 3,000 years, and the result, I 
lieve, is the most remarkable dem- 
istration of vitality in the history 


the world. 
The growing corn it- 


If is a marvel. The field looks like 
forest, and it will run from 150 to 
'0 bushels an acre. 


WHEAT FROM POMPEII GROWS. 


It will be remembered that when 
e excavations nt Pompeii were be- 
in some years ngo a baker's shop 
ns unearthed and loaves were found 


the oven that were still intact, nnd 
at a few weeks later wheat was 
und in some old jars that had been 
irmeticnlly sealed by the lavn cov- 
ing them. 
Thus buried under 


ratn impervious to .the elements and 
ept perfectly dry, the grain had lain 
nee the lava from Vesuvius poured 
wn and blotted out Pompeii nnd 
erculnneum. Experments made by 
e Eoyal Museum of England dem- 
istrated the fact that these grains 
ad retained the germ of life, and 
ien planted they sprouted and grew 


i if they had been the grain of the 
•evious harvest. 
"In opening the earth and stone 
arks of the prehistoric people of 
lis continent a grunt many pots of 
irn have been found. The recepta- 
es in many cases have been her- 
etically sealed, and when opened 
ie grain looked ns bright and 'livc- 
•' ns if it had been put away but n 
w weeks instead of for ages.

hen experiments wore made it was 
und the germ of life had departed 
om the grain. 
"On the Waggy 
farm,- however, 


irn is growing thnt is the descend- 
nt of a crop grown in Arkansas not 
SB titan 1,500 nnd possibly as much 
S 4,000 years ngo. I believe that, 
ith the exception of the Pompeii 
heat, this is the most remarkable 
rowth of vegetation in history. 
"Three years ngo I was hunting in 
.rknnsns. 
I was laid up with my 


ompanions several days nt n point 
anied Marked Tree. 
While I was 


eve some archaeologists, who had 


een. studying the mounds of the vnl- 
ey, arrived and began work at that 
oint. 
They made the usual find- 


igs, and nothing more. There were 
lany trinkets, and deeper were found 
ones of humans. 
LEFT BY MOUND BUILDERS. 
"In n hermetically scnled recepta- 
le they found several skeletons nnd 
ome jars of corn, which was not un- 
ommon. The corn wns carefully put 
way. The jars were made airtight, 
ther by the people who buried them 
r by the action of the surrounding 
ubstances. 
Like other corn which 


nd been found, it wns bright, dry, 
olid and 'lively.' The explorers con- 
sented the corn, hut gave me a hnnd- 
ul, which I wrapped in my hand- 
kerchief nnd later 
threw into my 


lunting 
outfit and brought home, 


here it lay over one winter. 
"The archaeologists estimated thai 
he remains which they uncovered at 
Marked Tree had been interred from 
2,500 to 3,000 years. I do ont kiio

IT IS WELL DONE AND THE CITY COUNCIL IS ITS OWN CON- J 


TRACTOB.

London is by no menus the only 
unicipality in.

PROTECTIVE "MIMICRY." 


(From Nature.)

THE RETIRED STEEL KING FURNISHES SOME SOUND AD- 


VICE TO YOUNG MEN. 


• ~ [Special Correspondence. ] 
London, Oct. 10—Fifty years ago 


a young Scotch lad was working as 
a "bobbin boy" in a cotton factory 
In this country. He was earning 
somewhat less-than $1.25 a week. 
That boy was Andrew Carnegie, who 
is now one of the richest men in the 
world. At the age of 63 he has re- 
tired from business with a fortune 
that is estimated at $100,000,000, or 
an annual Income of $5,000,000. Mr. 
Carnegie pondered over the problem 
how best to distribute this huge sum 
during his lifetime so as to produce 
the maximum amount of good and 
the minimum of evil.

The man who 
1ms made millions can best explain 
how millions are made, and Mr. Car- 
negie has kindly consented to give 
his practical advice, the outcome of 
his own personal experience, on how 
to succed in business. 


"If a man has an ambition to make 


millions, Mr. Carnegie, what are the 
gift* with which a fairy godmother 
should endow him at hia birth P" 


"The greatest of all dvantages with 


which" he can begin life is that of 
being poor. The man who wishes to 
make millions must not he bora with 
• silver spoon in his mouth. He must 
feel that It is sink or swim with him. 
fie must start his life career with no 
bladders, no life-preservers, no sup- 
port. If,' in addition to being poor 
himself, he has witnessed his parents' 
struggle,with adversity and resolves 
to drive the wolf from the door of 
the family, he has the strongest of 
all inpentlv«s'which lead to success. 
No ambitions of n merely personal 
nature can be compared with this.

I FOR 30 CENTURIES 
| Corn Grown From Seed Over 


3,000 Years Old. 


Andersoii.Ind., Oct. 21.—"Wrapped 
up in a little grain of corn is a germ 


£ life that 1ms retained its vitality 
iver 3,000 years, though the life of 
a corn gorm is but from five to seven 
-ears, ordinarily. This kernel con- 
nects us with that unknown past of 
he Missisippi valley, .and iiiclosed 
ithin its husk is convincing proof 
lint king corn has degenerated." 
Dr. Cullen, a scientist and a prom- 


ncnt medical inan of this city, made 
his statement as he picked up an 
rdinary looking grain of yellow corn 
rom his table. Continuing his story, 
vhich is fully authenticated, he said: 
"Just south of this city, on the 
leuipsy Waggy farm, is being grown 
lie most wonderful corn crop in the 
ountry. A few o£ these grains have 
ecu put in touch with nature, after 
ying 3,000 years, and the result, I 
>elieve, is the most remarkable dem- 
nstratioii of vitality in the history 
f the world. The growing corn it- 
elf is a marvel. The field looks like 
forest, and it will run from 150 to 
00 bushels an acre. 
VHEAT FROM POMPEII GROWS. 


It will be remembered that when 
excavations at Pompeii were be- 


nii some years ago a baker's shop 
•as unearthed and loaves were found 
1 the oven that were still intact, and 
hat a few weeks later wheat was 
ound in some old jars that had been 
ermetically sealed by the lava cov- 
i-ing them. 
Thus buried under 


tratn impervious to .the elements and 
ept perfectly dry, the grain had lain 
uce the lava from Vesuvius poured 
own and blotted out Pompeii and 
Lerculaneum. Experments made by 
le Royal Museum of England dem- 
ustrated the fact that these grains 
ad retained the germ of life, and 
vheii planted they sprouted and grew 
s if they had been the grain of the 
revlous harvest. 


In opening the earth and stone 


works of the prehistoric people of 
ils continent a great many pots of 
01*11 have been found. The rccepta- 
,es in many cases have been her- 
tetivnlly sealed, mid when opened 
he grain looked us bright and 'Hve- 
f' as if it had been put away but a 
ew weeks instead of for ages. But 
'hen experiments were made It was 
ound the germ of life had departed 
rom the grain. 


'On the Waggy 
farm,- however, 


orn is growing that Is the descend- 
nt of a crop grown in Arkansas not 
ess than 1,500 and possibly as much 
i 4,000 years ago. I believe that, 
ith the exception of the Pompeii 
heat, this is the most remarkable 
rowth of vegetation in history. 


'Three years ago I was hunting in 


ivkfinsas. 
I was laid up with my 


ompanlons several days at a point 
amed Marked Tree. 
While I was 


here some archaeologists, who had 


11 studying the mounds of the vnl- 


ey, arrived and began work at that 
oint. 
They made the usual find- 


ugs, and nothing more. There were 
lany trinkets, and deeper were found 
ones of humans. 
LEFT BY MOUND BUILDERS. 
"In a hermetically sealed recepta- 
le they found several skeletons and 
ome jars of corn, which was not un- 
immon. The corn was carefully put 
way. The jars were made airtight, 
ither by the people who buried them 
•r by the action of the surrounding 
ubstances. Like other corn which 
iad been found, it was bright, dry, 
olid and 'lively.' The explorers con- 
iscated the corn, but gave me a hand- 
ul, which I wrapped in my hand- 
kerchief and later 
threw into my 


lunting 
outfit and brought home, 


here it lay over one winter. 
"The' archaeologists estimated that 
he remains which they uncovered at 
Marked Tree had been interred from 
2,500 to 3,000 years. I do out know 
what became of the rest of the seed, 
but the next year the corn was turned 
over to Waggy and planted in one 
corner of his field. It was a surprise 
when the tiny blades shot through 
the ground.

IMPROVE BY CROSS BREEDING. 


Indiana fanners are breeding their 
orn just the came ns they breed their 
itock for cross-breed effects, and th 
experiments are uot only interesting 
jut are proving most remunerative. 
Wo wise farmer fails to cross the 
breed of his live stock at times to in- 
use new and better life. Still the 
majority of them have gone on, year 
fter year, without thinking that the 
nine thing applies to beans, peas, 
mi mid other vegetable crops. 
But now Darwinism and Huxley- 


sm are being; put to work in the 
egetable world, and of all the ex- 
leriments none is more interesting 
han the marriage of two kinds of 
orn. As a basis, it must be remem- 
ered that it has been found that sex 
ules in the vegetable as well as in 
he animal kingdom. 
For experimenting witli coru it is 
ustomary to take two varieties that 
re as near alike as possible in their 
fe and in maturing. Then plant in 
Iterrmte rows, red and yellow or yel- 
ow and white or red and white, 
whatever the two kinds are. When 
lie tassel appears ride between the 
ows on horseback and pull the tas- 
els from one row only. This will 
estroy the pollen from one and leave 
ie silks to be fertilized from the pol- 
eii of the other variety. 
The row 


•itli the tassel untouched will scK- 
ertilitfp, .is is usual in cornfields, and 
ill fertilize also the row from which 
its tassels hnve boon pit]led. 
The 


orn grown upon the row with no tus- 
els thus will be crossbred. Kamov- 
ig the taasel \vill not check the 
rowth. 
The pollen grains are secreted in 
lie little anthers, which,

imc' after the appearance of the tas- 
el. hang like so many diminutive 
hinese lantern from its flowers, 
'hey arc divided into two apartinants 
nd shed the golden dust through the 
ound holes in the bottom. The silks 
re covered with a mucilaginous 3itb- 
tanco and shows a natural :ifll:uty 
or the pollen.

IT IS WELL DONE AND THE CITY COUNCIL IS ITS OWN CON- '

London is by no means the only 


municipality in Great Britain that 
ias ousted the contractor and sub- 
tituted direct employment. But the 
xperience of the 
London county 


ouncil is so unique that it is of uii- 
isual interest. 
The first London county council, 
lected in 1889, discovered that cou- 
i-act prices seemed unusually high. 


L few experiments were made. 
A 


aving of some 30 per cent, resulted. 
hen came the York road sewer, since 
imous. When the bids of the con- 
ductors were opened, nfter the usual 
dverti&ing. it was found that only 
wo tenders had been sent in and 
liat these were exactly $100 npnrt, 
ne being- for $57,940 and the other 
or $58,040, 
Apparently there was 


combination against the city. The 
ouncil again decided to do its own 
•ork. The actual cost was $35,555, 


saving of $32,385, or nearly 40 


er cent. 
The contractors had 
overreached 


icmselves. and the outcome was the 
•ention in 1893 of a works depart- 
icnt. This department takes almost 
IP same position ns a private con- 
nctor, except, of course, when final 
DEI exceeds the estimate it must be 
iid by the department for which 


is done, just as when

below the estimated cost the 


epiirtmeiit gets the benefit of the 


The practical working of 


ie scheme is as follows: 
When n 


cpartment has a piece of work to 
R done it decides whether It shall 
sh for tenders or get an estimate 
rom the works department. If the 
stimnte is satisfactory the 
works 


epartment takes charge. It has its 
wn office staff, its own engineers, 
Temcn and laborers, its own shops, 
s own lumber yards; Its own saw 
ills, its own planing mills, Its own 
orscs—everything that a well-to-do 
intractor would have. 
In fact, tho 


•orks department is equal to any 
mtracting firm In London as regards 
laiit and business done. 
The elimination of tho private con- 
ractor to such an extent has not 
ono on unopposed. The moderate 
arty has strenuously objected 
to 


uch an extension of municipal ac- 
vity. attempting first to crush nnd 
ieii to starve it. 
The contractors 


nve sought to freeze it out by great- 


T lowering their offers. 
And some 


•aitors hnv« bnen found even in the 
apartment itself. But it has escaped 
oes within and foes without and to- 
ny the principle of direct employ- 
nent is more firmly intrenched than 


fer. 
The results of the policy are to be 
een in four directions, viz., upon 
ic cost of work, upon the contractor, 
pon character of work and upon the 
n borer. 


To soy exactly how much has been 
nved to the taxpayers by direct labor 
s very difficult. Its opponents point 
o the last half-yearly report, which 
hows that the final estimates of the 
work executed from September 
to 


Vtarch, 1890, amounted to $308,355, 
he actual cost to $330,665—an ox- 
css of $22,310, or 7.8 per cent. But 
very builder knows that the final 
ost, even under contract, is mucli 
101*0 than the contract price. Alter- 
tions are made and new things add- 
d, for which the contractors charge 
.early. Ask any man for whom con- 
iderablc building has been done and 
ie will tell yon that an 8 per cent, 
ncrease is very 


ramshackle -dwellings;. iWuen. "it 
comes to sewers, street paving, water 
mains, etc., the work cannot be too 
well done. In these very cases the 
contractor is apt to do "jerry work," 
which is not only expensive, 
hut 


dangerous to public welfare. 


Another effect of the system has 


been a decrease in contract prices 
where tenders have been asked for. 
When it waa seen that the council 
meant business, the contractors tried 
to underbid the department. Whan 
"freezing out" would not work, lower 
prices had to be given in order to get 
public work. Thus, if the work ac- 
tually done by tho department had 
been more expensive there would still 
be a saving to the public through tho 
reduced prices which competition has 
brought about. 


The laborer has benefited through 


a slight rise in wages and much bet- 
ter treatment. The department pays 
tho market rate without any hag- 
gling, whereas the private contractor 
is apt to shave wages wherever pos- 
sible, -and in times of surplus labor 
to cause the men to underbid each 
other. 
But the bsnefcrs which the 


workingman values more are along 
other Hues.

PROTECTIVE "MIMICRY." 


(From Nature.) 


In the July and August numbers 


of The Zoologist tho editor, W. L. 
Distant, gives the first tv/o install- 
ments of what promises to he a very 
interesting discussion on "mimicry." 
TTill the communication has reached 
a more advanced stage it will ob- 
viously be Impossible to learn the 
author's general views on the sub- 
ject, but It may he noted that ho in- 
tends to divide the alleged cases of 
mimicry into those considered as "de- 
monstrated" and those classed 
as 


'suggested or probable," after which 
we may expect a fuller discussion on 
the whole subject. 


In the first section, of his communi- 


cation Mr. Distant takes up tho caee 
of the stick insects (Phasmidac) and 
discusses their bearing on the mim- 
icry theory. These insects, he states, 
are usually considered as undoubted 
examples of protective resemblance 
due to natural selection. If, as 1ms 
been asserted, they are represented In 
the carboniferous, they must be tho 
result of an antecedent evolutionary 
process. Further, the presence of im- 
itative Phnsmida*e In the carbonifer- 
ous implies the existence of enemies, 
probably reptiles, and possibly trans- 


forms of bird 
life. 
Thus, 


mimicry must be of very ancient or- 
gin, whence it is argued that some 
ases of it in existence without nny 
apparent reason may be due to sur- 
vival and are now altogether useless 
:o the animals in which they occur. 


The alleged protective resemblance 


>f fishes to their surroundings is, tho 
author suggests, not the true explon- 
.tion of their coloring, their extraor- 
linary fecundity being, ill his opin- 


, sufficient to override the neces- 


for any such protection.

After about six months* service on 


the Springfield. Adnms wns trans- 
ferred to the monitor Neosho. nnd nt 
Vicksburg lost sight of the dashing 
young ensign who wns destined in 
Inter years to be the recipient of n 
nation's honor. Dewey passed from 
his view, but with the change came 
the opening of n career that wns rich 
in experience. 
The long- bombard- 


ment of Vicksburg is familiar to 
every render of American history, 
but to Mr. Adams it comes back with 
a startling realism, for he wns there, 
doing his full duty on the federal 
fleeet. 
Here it wns thnt Gunner

Adams, then an able seaman, 
was assigned to the Hartford, and 
started on what promised to be a tour 
oE thp world. The start wns made 
southward nnd for several months 
Adams remained with the Hartford, 
while people of foreign ports were 
showing distinguished attention to 
the American admiral. Little of this 
could be seen by the sailors, however, 
for they were not permitted to land 
at the various ports. 
Adams' time 


of enlistment expired while on this 
trip nnd the absence of fighting, 
which wns the attractive prospect 
which hnd drawn him into the navy, 
made the life monotonous. At the 
expiration of his term of service ho 
wns transferred to a returning mail 
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steamer at. sea. mid soon Inmled in 
New York. Here he was forwarded 
to Mound City.

PARRAGUT IN TORT WAYNE.

(The Nineteenth Century.) 


It certainly seems at first sight 


to be mi economic danger, this edu- 
cating of tbe laboring man and wom- 
an to be far too good for laborer's 
work. 
Let us cast 
our 
thoughts, 


however, over a wider horizon and 
see how the decades that bring the 
peril nre nlso bringing the remedy. 
Science is steadily sweeping 
away 


all hose humblest classes of employ- 
ment. Hardly any man has now to 
toil up ladders with the hod of bricks 
upon his shoulder. 
The donkey-en- 


gine does the purely animal part of 
the work. 
The reaper is replaced 


by the machine, and the ploughman 
is fast receding as the steam plow 
makes its appearance. We rarely see 
long lines of men, laden with coal- 
bagc, running up planks as in the 
olden days- The need of men. to do 
the work of horses is steadily dimin- 
ishing. It is true that science hns 
by no meins conquered the whole 
domain. 
There is till much scrub- 


bing of floors to be done by men and 


omen on. bended knees, and coal Is 


still hewn out with pick and ax and 
the use of muscle, with but little use 
of brain. 
And yet. even, in our fer- 


tile century, science never works by 
revolution, but only by 
progress. 


One domain after another has gone. 
Where arc now the armies of watei-- 
carriers, and chair-porters, and night 
men nnd sawyers whom our grand- 
fathers used to require? 
Imagine, 


if ships had still to be moved by gal- 
ley rowers, what millions would be 
doomed to a beast-like toil. 
Some 


parts of the big domain of unreflcc- 
tive labor will long be left untouch- 
ed, but the process is going forward, 
and it is clear that while education 
ic rendering the lower classes unfit 
for the humblest sorts of occupations, 
science is steadily sweeping 
nway 


these occupations. 
It would bo too 


much to hope that these processes 
should be at all times strictly pro- 
portioned to one another. 
But in the 


general drift of things they are com- 
pensatory, and if we 
only 
give 


science a reasonable time it will leave 
us none of that labor to 
be 
done 


hich requires nn uneducated la- 


borer. 


Then comes the uneasy question ns 


to what is to become of the classes 
thus deprived1 of occupation. But the 
difficulty if always evanescent, for 
lierc, too, there are compensating In- 
fluences at work. 
Por if science is 


abolishing occupations at the lower 
end of the scale, she is creating new 
ones nt the top. 
Think of the hun- 


dreds of thousands of men who nre 
now employed in callings that had 
no existence sixty years ago: 
the 


telegraphers, and photographers and 
mechanists of a hundred kinds. 
In 


the Inst decade or two what an army 
of skilled men have been demanded 
ay the invention of the bicycle, the 
telephone and the electric light! As 
compared with the beginning of the 
century, think of the long array of 
marine nnd locomotive engineers, the 
chemists, 
the 
journalists, 
the 


draughtsmen, the teachers, the post- 
men, railway porters and tram con- 
ductors. 
What a multitude of call- 


.ngs there nre which arc either new. 
or else newly stocked, so that while 
he population has quadrupled their 
•anks Ijnve been multiplied a hun- 
dredfold. 
But it is the entirely new 


employments that strike the mind 
most forcibly, and anyone who runs 
:iis eye clown a census of the occupa- 
tions of the people will satisfy him- 
self that in the present day one-fifth 
part of the adult male population 
find their livelihood in callings that 
hnd no existence when the century 


Thus, while science takes 
away 


with one hand it liberally bestows 


ith the other, but what it 
takes 


away are the low-class occupations, 
and what it gives nre the high-class 
ones, demanding 
intelligence 
and 


cultivating it. The general tendency 
is therefore humanizing. 


But. of course, it never happens 


that the coal-heaver, when thrown 


it of work by the introduction of 
steam-crane, can go away and get 
place in one of the newly created 


superior callings. 
Ho is not such a 


fool as to waste his time in applying 
for an opening as an electrical engi- 
neer. 
But there is a gradual creep- 


ing up that is always taking place. 
And yet the transfer is much less 
effected by the promotion of indi- 
viduals than by promotions of gen- 
erations. 
No doubt 
it 
sometimes 


happens that the intelligent plumber 
steps into the new opening for an 
electrical engineer and leaves a gap 
which some one of an inferior calling 
steps into, the gaps bsiiig filled in 
succession until perhaps the riveter, 
thrown out of work by the introduc- 
tion of hydraulic machinery, finds a 
vacancy nt last and steps into 
it. 


But it more frequently happens that 
the plumber educates his son to be 
nn electrical engineer, and the carter 
apprentices his boy to the plumber, 
nnd the clock laborer sees his young 
folk aspiring to be carters. 


Thus the general 
drift 
of 
the 


whole social scale is steadily upward 
in proportion as science provides in- 
telligent occupations at the 
upper 


end nnd abolishes those that 
are 


more or less brute-like nt the lower, 
and so humanity as a whole la the 


gainer. There-'is, therefore, no rea- 
son to feel uneasy at n prospect of 
over-education.

The strikes 
have come at a very critical time for 
the factory owners, as they have been 
working night and day to fill orders.

Esau shot and brought 
home a roebuck. 
Isaiah compares 


the sprightliness of the 
restored 


cripple of millennial times to the 
long and quick jump of the stag, say- 
ing: 
"The lame shall leap as the 


hart." 
Solomon expressed his dis- 


gust at a hunter, who, having shot a 
deer, is to lazy to cook it, saying; 
"The slothful man roasteth not that 
which he took in hunting." 


But one day David, while far from 


the home from which he had been 
driven, and sitting near the mouth 
of n lonely cave where he had lodged, 
and on the banks of a pond or river, 
hears a pack of hounds in swift pur- 
suit. Because of the previous silence 
of the forest the clangor startles him, 
and he says to himself: "I wonder 
what those dogs are after!" 
Then 


there is a crackling in the brushwood, 
and the loud breathing of some rush- 
ing wonder of the woods, and the ant- 
lers of a deer rend the leaves of the 
thicket, and by nn Instinct which nil ; 
hunters recognize, plunges into n ' 
pond or lake or river to cool its 
thurst, and at the same time by its 
capacity for swifter and longer swim- 
ming to get away from the foaming 
harriers. 


David said to himself: "Aha. that 


Is myself! Saul after me, Absalom 
after mo, enemies without number 
nfter me; I am chased, their bloody 
muzzles at my heels, barking at my 
good name, barking after my body, 
barking after my soul. 
Oh, the 


hounds! the hounds! But look there," 
says David, "that hunted deer has 
splashed Into the water. It puts its 
hot lips and nostrils 
into the cool 


wave that washes the lathered flanks, 
and it swims away from the fiery ca- 
nines, and it is free at last. Oh, that 
I might find in the deep, wide lake 
of God's mercy and consolation escape 
from my pursuers! Oh, for the waters 
of life and rescue! 
As tho hart 


panteth after the 
water brooks, so 


panteth my soul after Thee, O God." 


BIBLICAL ALLUSIONS. 


Some of you hnve just come from 


the Adlrondacks, and the breath of 
the balsam and spruce and pine is 
still on you. 
The Adirondacks are 


now populous with hunters, and the 
deer arc being slain by the score. 
Once while there talking with n hunt- 
er, I thought I would like to see 
whether my text was accurate in. its 
allusion, and ns I heard the dogs bay- 
ing n little way off, nnd supposed 
they were on. the track of a deer, I 
said to the hunter in the rough cor- 
duroy: 
'-Do the deer always make 


for the water when they are pur- 
sued?" He said: "Oh, yes, mister; 
you see, they are a hot and thirsty 
animal, and they know where the wa- 
ter is, and when they hear danger in 
the distance they lift their nil tiers 
and snuff the breeze and start for 
Racquet or Loon or Snranac, and we 
get into our cedar-shell boat or stand 
by the 'runway' with rifle loaded 
ready to blaze awny." 


RHYTHM OF SYMMETRY. 


What an eye, with n liquid bright- 


ness as if gathered up from a hun- 
dred lakes at sunset! The horns, a 
coronal branching into every possible 
curve, nnd after it seems done, as- 
cending into other projections of ex- 
quisiteness, a tree of polished bone, 
uplifted in pride, or swung- clown for 
awful combat. 
It is velocity em- 


bodied. Timidity impersonated. The 
enchantment of the 
woods. 
Eye 


lustrous in life and pathetic in death. 
The splendid 
animal a 
complete 


rhythm of music nnd bone nnd color 
nnd attitude and locomotion, wheth- 
er couched in the grass among the 
shadows, 
or a living bolt 
shot 


through the forest, or turning at bay 
to attack the hounds, or rearing for 
its last fall under the buskshot of the 
trapper. 


It is n splendid appearance, that 


the painter's pencil falls to sketch, 
nnd only n hunter's drenm on a pil- 
low of hemlock at the foot of St. Re- 


gis is able to picture. When, twenty 
miles from any settlement, it comes 
down at eventide to the lake's edge, 
to drink among the lily-pads, and, 
with its sharp-edged hoof, shatters 
the crystal of Long Lake, it is very 
picturesque. 
But only when, after 


miles of pursuit, with heaving sides 
and lolling tongue, and eyes swim- 
ming in death, the stag leaps from 
the cliff into Upper Saranac, can you 
realize how much David had suffered 
from his troubles, and how much he 
wanted God when he expressed him- 
self in the 
words: 
"As the hart 


panteth after the water brooks, so 
panteth my soul after Thee, O God." 


Well, now, let all those who have 


coming nfter them the lean hounds 
of poverty, or the black hounds of 
persecution, or the spotted hounds 
of vicissitude, or the pnle hounds of 
death, or who are in anywise pursued, 
run to the wide, deep, glorious lake 
of divine solace and rescue. 


HAUNTED BY TROUBLES. 


The most of the men nnd women 


whom I happen to know, nt different 
times, if not now, have had trouble 
after them, sharp-muzzled troubles, 
swift 
troubles, 
all - devouring 


troubles. 
Many of you have mnde 


the mistake of trying to fight them. 
Somebody meanly attacked you, nnd 
you attacked them; they depreciated 
you nnd you depreciated 
them; or 


they overreached you in n bargain, 
and you tried, in Wall street par- 
lance, to get a corner on them; or you 
hnve had a breaveinent, and instead 
of being submissive, you are fighting 
that bereavement; you charge on the 
doctors who have failed to effect n 
cure; or you charge on the careless- 
ness of the railroad company through 
which the accident occurred; or you 
nre a chronic invalid, and you fret 
and worry and scold, and wonder why 
you cannot be well like other people, 
nnd you angrily charge on the neu- 
ralgia or the laryngitis or the ague 
or the sick headache. The fact is, 
you are a deer at bay. 
Instead of 


running to the waters of divine con- 
solation, and slacking your thirst, 
and cooling your body and soul in the 
good cheer of the gospel, and swim- 
ming away into the mighty deeps of 
God's love, you nre fighting a whole 
kennel of harriers. 


Some time ago I saw in the Adiron- 


dacks n dog lying across the road, 
and he seemed unable to get up, and 
I said to some hunters: 
"What is 


the matter with that dog?" 
They 


anaswered, "A deer hurt him," and 
I saw he had n great swollen paw nnd 
n battered head, showing where the 
antlers struck him. And the prob- 
ability is that some of you might give 
n mighty clip to your pursuers; you 
might damage their business; you 
might worry them into ill health; 
you might hurt them ns much ns they 
hurt you; but, nfter 
nil, it is not 


worth while. Yon only have hurt n 
hound. Better be off for the Upper 
Saranac, into which the mountains 
of God's eternal strength look down 
and moor their shadows. 


EVILS OF FRETFULNESS. 


As for your physical disorders, the 


worst strychnine you can take Is 
frctfulness, and the best medicine is 
religion. 
I know people who were 


only a little disordered, yet have fret- 
ted themselves into complete vale- 
tudinarianism, while others put their 
trust in God, and came up from the 
very shadow of death,and have lived 
comfortably twenty-five years with 
only one lung- A man with one lung, 
but God with him, is better off than a 
godless man with two lungs. Some 
of you have been for n long time sail- 
ing around Cape Fear, when you 
ought to hnve been sailing around 
Cape Good Hope. Do not turn bnck, 
but go ahead. The deer will accomp- 
lish more with its swift feet than 
with its horns. 


There are whole chains of lakes in 


the Adirondacks and from one height 
you can see thirty lakes, and there 
nre snid to be over 800 in the great 
wilderness. So near are they to each 
other that your mountain guide picks 
up nnd carries the boat from lake to 
lake, the smnll 
distance 
between 


them for thnt reason being cnlled n 
"carry." 
And the realm of God's 


word is one long chain of bright, re- 
freshing lakes; each promise n lake, 
a very short carry between them, 
and though for nges the 
pursued 


have been drinking out of them they 
arc full up to tho top of the green 
banks, and the same David describes 
them, nnd they seem so near 
to- 


gether that in three diflerent places 
he speaks of them as a continuous 
river, saying-: "There is a river the 
streams whereof shall make glad the 
city of God;" "Thou slialt make them 
drink of the rivers of Thy pleasures;" 
"Thou greatly enriches it with the 
river of God, which is full of wnter." 


FIGHTING SOCIETY. 


But many of you have turned your 


bnck on that supply nnd confront 
youv trouble, nnd you nre soured with 
your circumstances, and 
you 
nre 


fighting society, nnd you are fight- 
ng a pursuing world; nnd troubles, 
Instead of driving you into the cool 


fake of heavenly comfort, have made 
you stop and turn around and lower 
your head, and it is simply antler 
against tooth. I do not blame you. 
Probably under the same 
circum- 


stances I would have done worse. 
But you are are wrong. 
You need 


to do as the reindeer does In February 
and March—it sheds its horns. The 
rabbinical writers allude to this res- 
ignation of antlers by the stag when 
they say of a man who ventures hii 
money iu risky enterprises, he hag 
hung it on the stag's horns; and a 
proverb In the far east tells a man 
who has foolishly lost his fortune to 
go and find where the deer shed his 
horns. My brother, quit the antag- 
onism of your circumstances, 
quit 


misanthropy, quit 
complaint, 
quit 


pitching into your pursuers; be as 
wise as next spring will be the deer 
of 
the 
Adirondacks. 
Shed 
your 


horns. 


But very many of you who 
are 


wronged of the world—and if in any 
assembly between the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans it were asked that all 
who had been badly treated should 
raise both their hands, and full re- 
sponse should be made, there would 
be twice as many hands lifted as per- 
sons present—I say many of 
you 


would declare, "We have always done 
the best we could, and tried to be 
useful, nnd why we become the vic- 
tims of mnlignment, or invalidism, 
or mishap is 'inscrutable.' " 


EMBOSOMS ALL DISTRESS. 


You might ns well meet n stag which 


.liter its sixth mile of running nt the 
topmost speed through thicket and 
gorge, and with the breath of tht 
dogs on its heels, has come in full 
sight of Schroon lake, and try to cool 
its projecting nnd blistered tongut 
witli n drop of dew from a blade oi 
grass as to attempt to satisfy nn im- 
mortal soul when flying from trouble 


sin with nnytbing less deep nnd 


liig'h nnd brond and immense and in- 
finite and eternal than God. 
His 


comfort, why, it embosoms nil dis- 
tressffl His arm, it wrenches off all 
bondage; His hand, it wipes away 
ell tears; His Christly nteonment, it 
makes us all right with the past and 
all right with the future nnd all 
right with God and all right witli 
man and nil right forever. 


Lnmartine tells us that King Nlm- 


rod said to his three sons: 
"Here 


nre three vases, and one is of clay. 
another of amber and another 
oi 


gold. 
Choose now which you wili 


liave." 
Tho eldest son having tht

I hnve seen 


logs, and owned dogs, thnt I would 
not be chagrined to see in the heav- 
enly city. 
Some of the grand old 


watch dogs who are the constabulary 
if the- homes in solitary places, and 
for yenrs have been the only pro- 
tection of wife and child; some of the 
shepherd dogs thnt drive bnck the 
wolves and bark away the flock from 
going too near the precipice; 
and 


some of the dogs whose neck and paw 
Lnndseer, the painter, hns made im- 
mortal, would not find me shutting 
them out from the gnte of shining 
pearl. 
Some of those old St. Ber- 


nard dogs that hnve lifted perishing 
travelers out of the Alpine 
snow: 


the dog that John Brown, the Scotch 
essayist, saw ready to spring nt tho 
surgeon, lest in removing the cancer 
lie too much hurt the poor woman 
whom the dog felt bound to protect; 
nnd dogs that we caressed in 
our 


childhood days, or thnt in Inter time 
lay down on the rug in seeming sym- 
pathy when our homes were deso- 
lated. 


NO PLACE FOR CRITICS. 


I flay, if sonm soul entering heaven 


should happen to leave the 
gates 


ajar, nnd these faithful 
creatures 


should quietly walk in, it would not 
at all disturb my heaven. 


But all thos'e human 
or 
brutnl 


hounds that have chased or torn and 
lacerated the world; yea, nil that now 
bite or worry or tear to pieces, shall 
be prohibited. 
"Without are dogs!" 


No place there for harsh critics or 
backbiters or dcspoilers of the reputa- 
tion of others. Down with you to the 
kennels of darkness and despair. The 
hart hns reached the eternal water 
brooks, nnd the panting of the long 
chase is quieted in still pastures, and 
"there shall be nothing to hurt or 
destroy in nil God's holy mount." . 


Oil, when some of you get there, it 


will be like what n, hunter tells of 
when he was pushing his canoe far 
up north in the winter nnd amid the 
ice floes and a hundred miles, ns he 
thought, from any other human be- 
ings. 
He was startled one day as

man, 
barefooted and 
insane 
from 


long 
exposure, approaching him. 


Taking him into his 
canoe 
and 


kindling fires to warm him, he re- 
stored him, found out where he had 
lived, and took him to his 
home, 


and found oil the village in grent ex- 
citement. 
A hundred 
men 
were 


searching for this lost man, and his 
family nnd friends rushed out 
to
